An L.L. D. was awarded to Mr. 
Jackson a week ago by his Alma 
Mater, Hillsdale College, Michi- 
gan, which he attended two 
years. His A. B. was gained at 
Bates and his A. M. at Columbia. 
After graduation, Dr. Jackson 
taught at Lebanon, N. H., and 
then seven years at Keuka Col- 
lege in the department of mathe- 
matics. It was at Keuka that the 
Jacksons were married. 

Then followed ten years at 
Friends’ Academy, where Dr. 
Jackson was ]jeadmaster. In 1918 
the two came to Mount Hermon 
to be head of Crossley Hall, 
housing 300 students.

In 1934 
after the tragic death of Head- 
master Elliott Speer, Dr. Jackson 
was appointed one of a Commit- 
tee of Three to manage the 
school until the headmaster, Dr.

Celtuce — A Visitor from China 


Z By BETTY 

There may be “nothing new 
under the sun” but each year it fs 
possible to place upon our dinner 
tables at learnt one food that Is new 
to most of us. 

This year it is Celtuce. It’s not 
a new vegetable, for our Chinese 
allles have been raising it near the 
border of Tidet for untold decades. 
But to those of us who have not 
visited China, this Is a new table 
delicacy. Because it combines the 
uses and flavora of celery and let- 
tuce, it will be known as Celtuce 
when it appears on our tables. 


Four years ago the first seeds 
arrived in this country from China. 
David Burpee, seedman-president of 
the W. Atlee Burpee Co., Philadel- 
phia, developed them on his farms 
near Philadelphia and in California. 
The vegetable waa sent to dozens 
of leading@dietitians. They pre- 
pared it, smacked their lips in a 
modest manner — and pronounced 
{t “good.” This year Celtuce will 
be grown in thousands of gardens. 
Tam peans from now it will be a pop

ular staple and no longer a novelty. 


Celtuce is really a distinct apecies 
of lettuce, but is different from 
ordinary lettuce in its growth and 
{t has more uses. The young leaves 
may be eaten as a salad or cooked 
as “greens,” and it {is claimed they 
have four times the vitamin C con- 
tent of lettuce. But the chief value 
of Celtuce is its central stalk which 
may be eaten raw or cooked. In 
either case the outer skin is re- 
moved, and only the tender, light 
green heart is eaten. As a raw 
vegetable, the centers of the stalka 
are cut into 4 or B-inch lengths and 
aplit lengthwise, chilled and eaten 
as you would celery or carrots, with 
salt or mayonnaise. 


Cooked Celtuce stalks are pale 
green, attractive in appearance, 
and have a pleasing mild fiavor 
suggestive of celery, lettuce, and 
asparagus. They may be used In a 
variety of ways — steamed like 
asparagus, plain boiled, in a salad 
or in a soup.
